ECONOMIC. PRESSU 
ON HONGKONG 
Reform Club Chairman Elaborates 

| On Party’s Statement 


In an interview with the China Mail, Mr Brook Bernacchi, Chairman of 
the Reform Club, yesterday elaborated on his party’s statement which 
expressed deep concern on the increasing economic pressure being. 
brought to bear on Hongkong by the flooding of cheaply-made Chin- 
ese goods on local markets. | ~ ; : 


Mr Bernacchi suid: “1 know 
personally of cases where people 
have lost substantial amounts of 
money, having placed orders 
while the market for livestock 
fy in a good situation, When 
the shipment arrived they found 
they had been beaten by a 
jurger shipment from the Muin- 
lend. 


This brought prices down to 
rock bottom, This ‘flooding’ of 
the market has happened more 
than onec—und more than once 
it has coincided with big shlp- 
ments from abroad. There is 
some evidence that the flooding 
f—the—markel—ls—known—t 
coincide with arrivals of large 
shipments. 


- “tPhis gould be coincidence 
but other people would say it 
was deliberate,” 


Then there was the question 
of the turmers, They were 
most concerned with the pre- 
sent situation, having suffered 
serious losses. Cattle prices had 
fallen and a number of poultry 
farmy had been forced tv close 
down, : 


There had been _ periodic 
flooding of the eattle market 
over the last 18 months. At 
the end of lust year pigs were 
being flooded on the imarkei, 
ond this year fowls began to 
appear In considerable quantities. 


Bear The Loss 


Mr Bernacch] said that to ¢en- 
courage the farmers to condnue 
to breed cattle Government 
must underwrite possible losses 
on the farms. 


“I don't think that under- 
writing in terms of the budget 
would cost very much, They 
(the Government) would have 
fo guarantee a certain price per 
pound and bear the loss If live- 
stock did not sell at that price.” 


He added that Hongkong had 
to import the bulk of her meat, 
and it was a known fact that the 
Chinese as a whole objected to 
frozen meat. 


“So we would suffer as bad- 
jy If Mainland — livestock were 
completely cut off us we do from 
having our market flooded by It,” 
he sald. 


Serious 


Lastly: the big problem of the 
Hongkong fishing flect, und the 
100,000 fishermen: The question 
of fishing rights wes primerily a 
‘diplomatic one, and if nothing 
could be done through diploma- 
tle channels then, Mr Bernacchi 
said everything must be done 
to turn our {ishing industry into 
a deep-sea dishing flect — “an 
tnormous task’ — and — one 
which would require a consider- 
able dniount of financial asslst- 
ance, which could be obtalned 
from three sources: the Hong- 
kong Government, the Home 
Government, or the Uniled Na- 
Uons. 

“Here Is -a serious situation, 
which is becoming more serious. 
What is golny to be done about 
it?" Mr Bernacchi concluded.

They further described the de- 
monstrations by saying, “Tt 
wasn’t something spontancous. 
‘To work as, smoothly os that, it 
had to be organised, Something 
like a million people were jam- 
med into the Tien An Men 
Square, but they were lined up 
so there was always room to 
move through the crowds.”
